The Dutch and Native Soldiers Mix. 


The Dutch and the natives seem to be on an equality ; 
in the army. They march together in the same jat- . 
talions, many battalions consisting of two companies of k:. 
European soldiers and two of natives, or, more often, 
one of Europeans and three of natives. The half-castes 


are on a footing of perfect equality with the Europeans, 
but at least half the non-commissioned officers must be 


igs 
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Europeans. All the higher officers come from Hollaws. 
They are fine fellows, well educated and well trained. 
Together with the officials, they form the aristocracy of 
the foreign colony, and, as a rule, live in fine style. 
There is a military academy near Batavia, and the mil- 
itary clubs at Weltévreden would be considered fine in 
any Buropean settlement. 

1 am told that the natives make very good soldiers, 
although there is a vast difference in them, according 
to the tribes and the locality from which they come. 
The people of the island of Amboina are especially 
brave, and there are now over four thousand cf them in 
the East Indian army. 

All foreign residents are required to serve a certain 
number of days every month in the milit!a. Th: number 
of days deceases with age, beginning with seven days 
& month and finally falling to four days. The drill is 
from 4 p.m. to 6 p.m. It ia very severe, but it makes 
every foreigner, whether he be English, American or 
Dutch, a soldier. .

The Chinese quarters are set aside for them: by the 
Dutch officials. The law provides that they must live 
in such sections and prohibits them from doing business 
outside them without permission of the officials. The 
other day the Standard Oi] Company at Batavia wanted 
to employ a Chinese as night watchman, but they could 
not do so until the government gave him permission 
to leave the Chinese quarter. 

In Buitenzorg, the Chinese section is one of the best 
parts of the city. It is fully a mile long, and is lined 
with one-story buildings heavily roofed. Each bul'ding 
has a Chinese sign at its side, and the merchants within 
It is the same in Bandong, Soerbaya and 
in every Javanese city. , 


Holland Has to Protect the Natives. 


The government restricts the Chinese to their own 
quarters in order to protect the natives, for the Chinese 
are much better business men than the Javanese. They 
are called the Jews of the Far East, and they are every- 


ve the people, and it is only by careful restriction 
that they are allowed to remaih here and do business. 
In a talk with one of the resident governors, a man 
who has many thousands of Chinese under him, I was 
told that it would not do at all to allow Chinese immi- 
gration without certain restrictions, and that in this 
man’s opinion we have done right in exc'uding them from 
the Philippines. Here the Chinese pay twice as much 
taxes as any one else, and they are clogged in other 
ways. They are subject to police duty and must take 
their turns as night watchmen on the roads. 


seldom bring their wives with them, and a common 
sight is a Chinaman dreesed in European clothes, with 
his queue tucked inside bis coat, riding along in a c'r- 
riage beside a brown Javanese girl gorgeously dreszed. 
They treat their wives well and are as fond of iheir half- 
caste children as their ancestral fathers were fond of 
them. Many Chinese marry half-caste girls and half- 
caste children swarm everywhere in the Chinese quar- 
ters. 

There are some businesses here which are monopo- 
lized by Chinese. Among the chief ones are the pawn- 
broking establishments which are found by the score in 
every native city. They are licensed by the governm<nt, 
‘EM the licenses are sold at auction, being bought in by 
Chinese. 

The natives are very improvident. They live from 
hand to mouth and will pawn the very clothes off their 
backs. I have visited many of the pawn shops looking 
out for bits of antique silver and gold, and have found 
in every case Chinese clerks behind the counters. 

They keep regular books and do an enormous amount 
of small business at high rates of interest. They char ze 
6 per cent. a month on al! loans, or 2 per cent. fcr every 
ten days. If at the end of three months the goods 
pawned are not redeemed they are sold at auction; and 
the surplus goes to the owner. zr

EXPLOSIVE MADE FROM SAWDUST. . 
A long list could be given of explosives and varietics 
of gunpowder that have been made from sawdust. in 
some the sawdust is used as an absorbent. as with 
nitrogtycerine, in others as a filler, while in still others 
it is converted into forms of pyroxiline. By heating 
sawduet with caustic alkali and sulphur a brown dye is 
obtained which is cheap and fast, both acids 
and alkalies, and dyeing cotton without a mordant. By 
heating sawdust with caustic alkali, oxalic acid 
formed. A large amount of the oxalic acid on the mar-

_ BIRDS OF GORGEOUS PLUMAGE—TOU- 
CANS, PARROTS AND MACAWS.

C OLOR, in the most brilliant hues known in the ani- 


mal creation, is the especial property of the birds 

of the tropics. Cold countries have thus the least 
share of these gorgeously-hued creatures, though an oc- 
casional example, like the brilliant kingfisher, deprcs es 
by contrast the sober tints of our bird world. The 
pheasants, the most brilliant of which come from tem- 
perate China and the Lower Himalayas, are the only 
large exception to the rule that intense coloring belongs 
to the lands of tropical sunshine and torrid heats. As 
our knowledge of the races of birds extends, as it dors 
by exploration of such difficult and distant lands as the 
Celebes, the Philippines, and the mountains of Born :o, 
and the Malay Archipelago, ro docs the number of biris 
of radiant plumage grow and increase. The greater 
number only find their way here as skins to the 
museums and scientific collections. But time and 
patience bring living examples to the Zoo. There they 
are crowded ig the parrot house, so thickly, and in such 
narrow quarters that it is difficult to see their beauty, cr 
to distinguish what is rare from what is commcn. 8S me 
of the birds are very long lived. There is an old white 
“bare-eyed cockatoo” which has been there since 1860, 
and is still in good health. Others die quickly in the 
crowd, heat and noise of this inadequate and ill-con- 
structed building. If it has any meanirg at all, the col- 
lection there must be regarded as intended to give an 
idea of what the tropical birds are like. It is in this 
sense that the reader is invited to consider them. 


Of Nature's Coloring. 


First, perhaps, we may draw attention to the most je- 
markable of those in the house which are not parrots, 
numbering perhaps nearly half the number. Take, for 
instance, the honey-eaters, especially the yellow-tufted 
honey-eaters, from New South Wales. Next to them 
are examples of some of the most brilliant of the 
emailer birds, the tanagers. These are mainly from 
Brazil and Central America. The finest of all is the 
superb tanager. Its back is like dark purple velvet, the 
back of its tail coverts bright orange, and the head and 
shoulders such a flashing green and black as is beyond 
description—as bright as that on some of the tropical 
beetles. The blue-crested tanager is also beautiful. Its 
crest is not blue—but red, while the body is velvet blue. 
Next see the modest beauty of the bell bird. This bird 
is pure white, with lavender cheeks and sweet brown 
eyes. In the deep Guiana forests it tolls its solemn bell, 
as if from the tower of some distant shrine. The 
“hangnests” of Brazil resemble smal! black and yellow 
magpies. They build pensile nests of plant stems and 
leaves, and line them with wool, on which they lay 
eggs marbled like a yellowhammer’s. Song is not the 
gift of the plain birds alone. There is here a honey- 
eater, dressed in the most exquisite black and plain 
gold, the breast being patterned with golden s#pangies, 
which sings as sweetly as a bulbul. But, as a rule, the 
beauties of voice and plumage are distributed, not com- 
bined. Here you may learn that nature has surprises 
even in the case of families of birds which we should 
expect to be alike the world over. The raven, for in- 
stamce, keeps to his sables everywhere, except on the 
Faroe Islands, and no one would expect to see a crow 
dressed in any hue but black. Yet the Indian hunting 
crow is as brilliant as a bee-eater, with red orange beak, 
pale copper green breast and back, and bright chestnut 
wings. But it must be remembered that the birds of 
Paradise are close relations of the crows. 


The Wonderful Toucan. 


Of the abnormal in bird color and form the toucans, 
also in this house, are the most astonishing. Why birds 
which live on the “upper story,” or rather the roof of 
the tropical forest, feeding on the top of the giant tries, 
on the side exposed to the sunlight, and drinking from 


.the waters which accumulate in the gigantic cups of 


the creeper flowers and leaves of the water-holding 
plants, without ever descending to earth, should have 
acquired this strange form is impossible to conjecture. 
They are large birds, as large as the domestic pigeon, 
mostly velvety black in plumage. But each has a beak 
almost as long and quite as deep as a banana, of a cc n- 
sistency like clear-run wax, and of the most brilliant 
color imaginable. The cheeks are generally white, and 
the eye like a black bead eet in bright biue glass. The 
beak is for the most part yellow, lemon color, or sul- 
phur color, with all the backs, edges and rims piaztng 
like red-hot pokers with orange and scarlet—one, the 
short-billed toucan, has

Texture in Plumage. 


It is in texture, as well as their tints, that the plumare 
of these birds excels. Feathers are always agreeable ‘n 
texture, but some suggest softners, others hardness, and 
others offer a voluptuous satisfaction to the sense of 
touch, not equaled by the richest fur. When the bril- 


Haat coloring is applied to these different surface ma- 


terials, the downy plumes, the plush, floss silk or vel- 
vety plumes of birds, the result is something unap- 
proached in nature. These effec:s are well known, when 
seen in the birds of Paradise and a few other species. 
But the number of other birds not generally known 
which have the same form of ornament, is very large. 
The examples collected in the parrot house should be 
noted, as giving some fresh ideas on the subject. 
There is a race of parrot-like birds found mostly in 


the islands of the Eastern Archipelago which are per- 
haps the best instances of the magnificence which the 
texture of feathers lends to simple pure colors, not 
elaborated by any pattern or natural ornament. They 
are known as various species of “Eclectus,” by which the 
person who originally named them may be sup 

to have intended to signify that they were something 
very specially striking among birds of fine plumage. 
Some are pure green, others the most beautiful crimsacn 
and carmine. They are about the size of a large gray 
parrot, but the plumage is more like that of a “silky” 
bantam. This glistening, silky coat looks as if it had 
been artificially dyed. The “grand eclectus” from New 
Guinea shows all shades of crimson shaded with purple; 
others are “studies in green and gold.” Evén the bril- 
liant macaws scarcely equal them in color. These, the 
noisiest and most striikng of all birds, all come from 
America, south of Mexico. They are the characteristic

Some Chinese Parrots. 


Among the rarer and more interesting of the parrots 
are two entirely new ones from China. These birds are 
known as the Derbian .parrakeets, but are as large as 
many parrots. They have gray head#, with thin black 


mon with such a brilliant little fellow as the Australian 
Paradise parrakeet, for instance. The cock bird of this 
species has a turquoise blue breast. gray back, and yel- 
low wings—like a glorified tom-tit. The King parrot, 
with its blazing scarlet breast and green back, should 
be noted; also a very beautiful, and uncommon specics 
from Fiji. This is known as the Fabian parrot. The 
specimen at the Zoo is a clever bird and talks we'l. Its 
breast is dark carmine and its back brilliant iridescent 
green. The edges of its wings are blue. Contrast with 
these gay, fruit-eating birds the dark and devilish crim- 
inal parrot from the mountains of New Zealand. He is 
a big bird, with a long, curved, sharp beak, and uniform 
dark plumage of greenish brown. This is the Kea parrot, 
which took to killing sheep, and is said never to have 
unlearnt the taste for mutton. Its diversion from the 
paths of goodness came about in this way. When the 
shepherds up in the hills killed a sheep they vc-«d to 
spread out the skin, inside out, to dry. The parrots 
came down and ate the morsels of fat adhering to th:s: 
skins, which, as it saved them trouble, the shepherds 
did not object to. Then the parrots attacked injured 
sheep, and finally are said (and the story seems to ob- 
tain credence in the colonies) to dig holes in the sheeps’ 
backs and practically to eat them alive. . 

The cockatoos are a pleasing race, certainly the mo:t 
affectionate of the parrot tribe, and in some ways the 
most beautiful, though their coloring is pale and deli- 
cate. They are like the lilies in this garden of birds, 
while the parrots and macaws are like the brilliant hot- 
house plants. One rere cockatoo is, however, almost as 
black as a crow. This is the great black cockatoo of 
North Australia and New Guinea. It lives in the thick 
tropical forest, is a shy bird, and subsists Jargely on 
seeds, especially those of the screw pine. The cockato->s 
are only found in the Australian region, the Philip- 
pines, and the Sulu Archipelago. It is quite possible 
that’ as the two latter groups of islands are explored, 
more species, of equal beauty with those which we 
know, will be discovered. As there are in all quite 500 
species of the parrot family, the collection at the Zoo 
could not be expected to give more than a general idea 
of their special interest and various forms. But from 
the two northern parrots which live as high toward thse 
pole as the Straits of Magellan, to the New Zealand 
owl-parrot, whose plumage is like green moss, and its 
habits that of a vegetarian owl, there is not one which 
is not a high type of bird, interesting for its brain 
power and thoughtful ways as wall as for plumage and 
appearance. Naturalists now incline to believe that 
they represent the highest development of many sides 
of bird life. Perhaps the most curious discovery in this 
connection lately made was that the great forest eagle 
of Guinea has a beak so like that of some parrots that 
they are possibly distantly related. The favorite gray 
parrot, the best talker of all, is probably the most gen- 
erally popular bird that exists. It thoroughly deserves 
its reputation, for even among the clever parrots it is 
unsurpassed for intelligence. In Central Africa its red 
tail is a fetish. Its cleverness is looked upon as some- 
thing akin to the supernatural, even by the negro tribes. 
It breeds in’ colonies, like jackdaws. As might be ex- 
pected, it holds its own against all other birds. On one 
islet off the West Coast a colony of parrots live, and 
on an adjacent island a colony of kites. If a kite finds 
its way to the parrot island, it is attacked and stripped 
of its feathers. No outlanders are allowed in the parrot 
island.

The Much-Mooted Question of Cosy Corners. 

HAVE haa so many requests from interested parties 
for original and attractive designs for cosy corners 
that I have resolved to speak my mind on this much- 

‘mooted subject. According to my standards of taste, 
the “cosy corner,” in the generally-accepted meaning of 
the term, is something to be distinctly avoided, and the 
house which is distinguished by the absence of this fea- 
ture is likely to be furnished in cleaner and better 
taste than one where it exists. There is, however, as 
great variety in cosy corners as in any other phase of 
household furnishing, and the one I have just had refer- 
ence to is either a motley and heterogeneous collection 
of eastern cottons or silks, draped in voluminous folds 
over a rug-covered seat heaped with cushions (and the 
worst feature of this particular arrangement is an array 
of papier maché spear heads and other imitation imple- 
ments of Turkish and Arabian warfare.) or bright-col- 
ored, cheap, paper parasols and gay lanterns are sus- 
pended without rhyme or reason over the devoted heads 
of all who sit on the couch beneath. 

Now it behooves one who is ambitious of introducing 
this feature into her house, to pause and reflect on the 
ultimate intention of a cosy corner. The idea of the 
Turkish arrangement is to prezent a comfortable end ‘n- 
viting place of rest, where we may stretch at luxurious 
ease amid surroundings that afford artistic pleasure to 
the senses.

- Such a one defeats its ends and has no excuse for be- 
ing.

and strikingly beautiful has of course been many times 
_ proved. I once saw a cosy corner which had been ce- 
vised originally by a clever woman to hide an objec ioa- 
able and superfluous door in her husband's den. She 
hung the most beautiful prayer-rug in her collection 
against the door, which it completely covered. As much 
. of the woodwork and furniture in this den was of red 
_ Jaequer, she extended over the door jamb a shelf of this 
red, and dropped from the shelf a panel of lattice work 
in the scarlet lacquer.

Aaron Burr, indignant at the measures of Hamilton for 
80 many years, and convinced that he was the inflexible 
leader of the intrieate working and adroit antagonism 
which he found in the way of his ambition, challenged 
Hamilton. Though Hamilton objected to the code of 
the duel, as unworthy of civilization, he accepted the 
challenge and refused to retract his opinion. The parties 
met at Weehawken, N. J., July 11,°1804. Hamilton de- 
clined to fire at his enemy. He received a mortal 
wound at Burr’s first fre, and died the next day. Burr, 
in his attempts on Mexico, and the Southwestern Ter- 
ritory, was asserted to be guilty of the ruin of Harman 
Blennerhasset, who advanced money to aid Burr in his 
wild schemes. He was indicted for treason, as the ac- 
complice of Burr, but was released without the ignominy 
of trial. Burr, who went to Europe to escape his 
creditors, came back to New York in 1812, and practiced 
law. He died in 1836. This is the usual version to be 
found in encyclopedias and public school histories.

Chino Sugar Factory. : 
T HE Chino Champion gives the following particulars 


in regard to future operations at the Chino sugar 
factory: 

“Commencing with this fall, a new era is to be 
inaugurated in the sugar-beet industry here. The 
American Beet-Sugar Company has now decided to have 
beet planting for the next campaign commence about 
the middle of the coming December, and it will be con- 
tinuous from that date to and through the usual plant- 
ing season. It is expected to open the factory next year 
the first of June on these beets, and so continue a cam- 
paign of probably five months in duration. To do this 
will require an acreage of 10,000 to 12,000. The company 
has already satisfied itself that this acreage can be 
easily procured, and the contracting will commence soon. 
The representative of the company at Anaheim reports 
that contracts for 5000 acres can be made at that place. 
At Compton 3000 to 4000 acres can be had. At Ethanac, 
in Riverside county, the Chase brothers want to con- 
tract for 1000 acres, and the owners of a large tract of 
land near San Fernando are anxiovws to plant it to beets 
for this factory. A considerable acreage of early plant- 
ing can also be had at Indio. Then there will be prob- 
ably 2000 or 3000 acres, at least, grown on the Chino 
ranch. The sugar company is preparing to farm such 
of its own land here as it is not able to lease. It has 
already bought eighteen head of mules and will buy 
more stock if necessary.”

pany, seven miies south of Naco, Ariz., and four miles 
from Bisbee, has made a remarkable growth during the 
past year. A. J. King recently gave the Texas Herald 
the following particulars in regard to this town: 

“*Two years ago there was not a single tent at Cana- 
nea. Now we have a population of 5000 and expect to 


have 10,000 people in camp within a year or two. It is.

town in the State of Sonora and you need not be sur- 
prised if we move the capital up to our place from Her- 
mosillo.’

Premature Burial. 


N SEVERAL occasions The Times has referred to the 

subject of premature burial, as one of the most im- 
portant than can engage the attention of hygienic re- 
formers, and indeed of every human being. for none of 
us can tell that we may not be subjected to the danger 
of such an awful fate—about the most awful fate that 
the human mind can possibly conceive of. 

In the Washington Post, Dr. Edward Vollum, of the 
United States army, wrote recently at considerable 
length on this subject. He shows that there is a con- 
stant danger from this source, and that during the past 
fifty years the medical press has given numerous cases 
in which the apparently dead person was revived, just 
as the coffin was about to be closed. In regard to the 
probable number of cases, it is of course impossible to 
judge, but when we consider how frequent such cases 
are known to be, and then when we remember what a 
very small proportion of actual cases would be likely to 
be discovered, we are surely justified in feeling alarm 
in such a gruesome possibility. On this subject Dr. Vol- 
lum says: 

“The estimates of such disasters are based upon the 
discoveries made when the dead are removed from cexe- 
teries, as is done in some great cities every five years. 
A portion of the skelefons are always found turned to 
one side or on the face, twisted or with the hands up 
to the head. These are counted as living burials. And 
then there is the admittedly large number of narrow es- 
capes from being buried alive, recovered, as a rule, by 
some chance. Hidden and mixed with ignorance, lsxity 
and indifference, as this whole matter is, the author- 
ities naturally differ in their views as to the frequency 
of these cases. A personal inquiry in Europe and in 
the United States for several years past has convinced 
me that they are alarmingly frequent. The proportion 
of discovered cases must be small compared with those 
that never come to light. Dr. Lionce Lenormond, in 
‘Des Inhumations Precipitees,, says that a one-thous-

“Second—To prohibit any operations upon the body 
that might cause pain, efface important appearances or 
add deceptive ones without the permission of the attend- 
ing physician or Coroner. 

“Third—The identification of the body, registration 
of a certificate of verified death, giving proofs of dis- 
solution found on a personal examination of the body,

“Fourth—To ascertain if persons died from natural 
causes, of certain diseases, or from accidents, suicide, 
crime, neglect, ignorance or contagion. 

“Fiftth—To provide materials for statistics of mor- 
tality; to furnish proof of the fact and cause of death 


in order to assist the honest and prevent the false ones, 
and to guide expenditures for public health purposes. 
“Sixth—To require all cemeteries to provide waiting 
mortuaries for the detention of bodies—contagious 
cases separated—under medical supervision, unt.1 putre- 
faction appears, excepting cases which have been em- 
balmed, autopsied or with injuries to the vital ap- 
paratus. 
“Seventh—To fix penalties for violations of these pro- 


“Associations for the prevention of these dangers are 
easily formed among relatives, friends or by members 
of clubs by written agreements, that on the appearance 
of death in any member strenuous efforts to restore ani- 
mation shall be made, and, failing in this, that no steps 
toward embalming, autopsy, burial or cremation shal! 
take place until general decomposition takes place, and 
it is certified to by two physicians of standing. 

“One copy of the agreement should be retained by 
the signer himself—separate from his will, which is 
often opened only after the funeral. Another should be 
kept by a trusted member of the family and a third 
deposited with the records of the association.” 

It is certainly, as The Times has said on previous oe- 
casions, high time that some steps should be taken to 
prevent the possibility of this horror, which must al- 
ways add to the anxiety of the dying and their sorrow- 
ing friends. It is indeed an extraordinary thing, that 
with all the remarkable developments that we have wit- 
nessed during the past century in the line of scientific 
research, it is still beyond the poweF of a physician to 
tell with absolute certainty when life has ceased, until 
decomposition begins.

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COOTS AND RAILS. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THEIR CHARACTER, HABITS 
OF LIFE, ETC. 


‘ By a Special Contributor. 

HERE is perhaps no branch of natural history in 

which families and orders follow in such regular 

sequence as in organized ornithology. Beginning 
with the lowest forms—i. e., those most like the rep- 
tiles—dird life graduates itself by slow degrees up to its 
most highly-developed condition found in the thrushes, 
wrens, nuthatches, creepers, etc. For the lower forms 
mentioned as connecting links between the classes 
reptilia and aves, we must look to the diving birds, to 
which family belong the murres, auks, loons and grebes, 
of which last species our own common little hell-diver 
or dab chick is the most familiar example. Sandborn 
Tenney defines the class of birds as comprising “all 
oviparous vertebrates which are clothed with feathers, 
furnished with a bill and organized for flight.” So we 


‘whence they received it, but the family has 
members in the United States alone, four of w 
listed among the birds of this section of California. 
Shy birds, remarkably protected from observation 
both dress and habits, the rails are little known save 
to careful and painstaking bird students. They f:equent 
thick marsh growth and seem to love rotten weeds and 
treacherous muskegs. Hip boots and shotgun are emi- 
nently more productive of rail knowledge than all 
opera glasses and notebooks ever invented. 7 
Our largest bird of this family is known as the Call- 
fornia clapper rail, and is, like its eastern cogenor 
the Atlantic seaboard (the true clapper rail,) not un- 
common in our salt marshes. It is much sought after 
by eastern hunters here on the coast, who are in the 
habit of shooting its relative in their home marshes. 
In common with most of the other members of the rail 
family this bird can both swim well and run with ease 
over the surface of the water for some distance. When 
wounded, they have a habit of diving and holding on 
to the submerged grasses with their feet, leaving only 
their beak projecting above the surface, this latter being 
of such color as to closely resemble the marsh weeds. 
The nest of this bird is sometimes made in the grass’ 
growing on some elevated bit of marsh land, but more 
often the top of a submerged bush or clump of tules is 
selected, within which the pair build, first a platform 
of stout grasses, then a saucer-shaped nest of finer 
rushes and flags, al! lined with soft bits of dead “cat- 
tails,” ete. In this down cradle from six to eight eggs 
about the size of those of the tame pigeon are laid.

see that each bird in the long list of species (some ten 
or fifteen thousand) found in the world is more or less 
closely related, anatomically at least, to the one imme- 
diately preceding it. These thousands of species are 
classified under seven orders as follows (beginning with 
the lowest:) Swimmers (Natatores;) waders (Gralla- 
tores;) runners (Cursores;) scratchers (Rasores;) 
birds of prey (Raptores;) perching birds (Insessores) 
and climbing birds (Scansores.) 

Judging from this brief outline of the avian family, 
it appears that the waders which we have been studying 
in our two past papers do not rank very high in the line 
of the evolution of the perfect bird form; yet they 
present to the student at once a most interesting and 
a most difficult group to work upon. 

As most persons know, the American coot is nothing 
more or less than the common “mud hen,” found s0 
plentifully along our coast streams and inland ponds. 
For that matter this same bird is known throughout 
North America as a permanent resident, breeding wher- 
ever found, but I will consider only those of this vi- 
cinity in this paper. 

Most of us are already familiar with the common

mud hen, but to such as are not, it may be described as 
a generally slate-colored bird having a white or reddish 
yellow bill and green legs. In fact, the coot very much 
resembles an undersized guinea hen. Instead of having 
its feet webbed, as do most swimmipg birds, each toe 
is lobate; that is, separately webbed, but cut clear to 
the base of the foot. This aids the bird in running over 
the surface of bogs and water-covered with decayed veg- 
etation, as it is in such localities that the coot is most 
commonly found. 
Very often Mrs. Mud Hen builds her nest upon some 
~ Woating island of rotten grass, reeds and sedges. This 
nost is in turn well woven of flags, rushes and other 
aquatic plants, so that if the island itself breaks up, the 
nest will often float about “on its own bottom” without 
disturbing the eggs in the least. Frequently large col- 
onies of these birds will select a reed-covered pcol and 
there nest in groups of from ten to fifty familics. Often 
as many as sixteen eggs are found, in a single nest, but 
the usual quota is nine or ten. These, again, are not 
unlike those of the guinea hen already mentioned, being 
slightly smaller than the eggs of the domestic fowl, but 
having the same creamy ground color thickly and finely 
marked with black dots of the size of a pin head. - The 
European coot has been taken in Greenland, while our 
bird is said to be identical with the Japanese species. 
So much for the coots; now we have, in the list of our 
American birds, a family known as the Rallidae—or 
rails, I will not vouch for this name, nor can I tell you 


blotched with umber and liver brown. In the nesting 
season the males are remarkably tame, endeavoring by 
every means in their power to lead their visitor away 
from the nest. If by chgnce you stumble on one of 
these little homes, Mrs. Rail will glide off so quickly 
and silently on the other side of the nest that, unless 
you know the eggs, you will be left in the dark as to the 
ownership of the nest. : 
Perhaps the most plentiful of all our coast rails is a 
little fellow known as the sora or Carolina rail, corsid- 
erably smaller than the clapper, this bird seems to be 
much better known than its larger relative, and while 


equally distributed over salt and fresh water marshes, 
but breed more commonly on the latter. The eggs of all 
rails or more or less alike, save in size, and the num- 
ber laid by the present species ranges from six to thir- 
teen. The nest is like that of the clapper rail, but more 
often placed on solid ground, along the bank of some 
drainage ditch or other open water. This is the bird 
known to the older naturalists as the ortolan, while in 
the East it is also called Carolina crake. 

The Virginia rail, a species very similar to the sora, 
is found here and breeds in limited numbers, one nest 
containing six eggs having come under my notice at 
Ballona Beach two years ago. One of the rarest of our 
North American birds—the blackbird—nests with us 
and is, in fact, a resident the year round, though much 
less plentiful than any of the others already mentioned. 
It is a very common bird in the Middle East, but its 
nesting habits are almost unknown in many sections 
where the bird itself is known to be plentiful.

CONSTANT WAR MUST BE WAGED ON GERMS AND 


INSECTS OF A LARGER GROWTH.

Carbolic Soap—Shave and melt a bar of mottled cas- 
tile soap. The melting is best done in a water bath, 
so there shall be no danger of scorching. Beat into the 
melted soap, a little at a time, half a pint of carbolic 
acid solution of 50 per cent. strength. Keep on beati-g, 
with the soap still in the water bath for at least quar- 
ter of an hour. Mold into small cakes or balls, and let 
stand a Month in a dry place. Suds made from this 
soap or scrubbing with the soap itself will quickly make y 
an end of infection in glass, pottery and metal. With 
wooden vessels burning is the only thing. Carbolic 
soap suds, however, will destroy germs in woodwork 
if they can be applied to it boiling hot. 

Bichloride of Mercury—The king of all antiseptics is 

bichloride of mercury—more familiarly known as cor- 
rosive sublimate. Dissolve four ounces of this salt in a 
gallon of boiling rain water. Let it cool before ustng. 
For most purposes this can be diluted one-half. It is 
very nearly the basis of all antiseptics. Surgical inst: u- 
ments are kept covered with the solution to the very 
moment of using; only thus can they remain in the 
State as known as “aurgically clean.” 
_ Sulphate Solutions—Al!) these have special uses in dis- 
infection, yet are prepared practically the same way. 
Sulphate of iron, known colloquially as copperas or 
green vitrol, may serve as an example. Dissolve a 
pornd of salt in a gallon of water at slow heat. Six 
hours should suffice. The result is 4 saturated solution. 
In use, weaken it oné-half for flushing drain pipes in 
fa‘r condition. A neglected water closet which gives 
out foul odors should have the solution at full strength 
and boiling hot. Open drains, as about stables or from 
kitchens without plumbing fixtures, also need to have 
the copperas water boiling hot, though it need not be 
more than one third strength. Dry copperas scattered 
through the litter of a stable or about poultry runs 
helps to sweeten them and prevent infection. 

Blue vitriol or bluestone, technically sulphate of cop- 
per, is less a disinfectant than a preventive, or rather, 
a germicide. Make the solution as with copperas, but 
dilute with four times as much water before using. 
Mixed in whitewash and applied boiling hot it banishes 
infection from kennels, stables or poultry houses. Its 
main use is to destroy the grain semuts, all due to germ 
infection of the secd.

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() THE ASSASSIN’S WORK. 


RECORD OF BLOODY CRIMES AGAINST 
RULERS OF NATIONS.

HE first creat ruler to fall by the hand of an as- 
_sassin was Philip If, King of Macedon, and father 
of Alexander the Great. He was attending a fes- 
tival celebrating the marriage of his daughter with Alex- 
ander, King of Epirus, at Argae, B. C. 336, when he was 
slain. Clothed In a white robe and walking purposely 
apart from his guards, Philip was approaching the 
theater when he was struck down by the dagger cf one 
Pausanias, who had some private grudge against the 
King. However, suspicion was not wanting that his 
son, Alexander, then but 20 years of age. instigated the 
deed at the suggestion of his mother, Olympias, whom 
Philip had basely divorced in order to marry Cleopatra, 
the daughter of Attalus, one of his generals. Thus, the 
first regicide was strictly a personal or family affair. 
Of all the political assassinations the world ever shud- 
dered over that of Julius Caesar perhaps was the most 


- Rotable until that of Lincoln; and was certainly the 


most memorable of antiquity. Caesar fell on the Ides 
of March, 44 B, C., at the age of 56, the first general 
and statesman of his age, and, excepting Cicero, its 


- STeatest orator—a man of noble and kingly presence and 


endowed with an intellect of marvelous versatility. He 
was the victim of a conspiracy of sixty aristocrats, most 
prominent among whom were Brutus and Cassius. The 
ostensible object of this diabolical deed was to prevent 
Caesar's threatened purpose to change the form of gov- 
ernment into an hereditary monarchy, but commingled 


_ With this was a spleenful hatred of the dictator and the 


base ambition of regaining power indulged in by some 
of the conspirators. 

But Mare Antony said of Brutus: 

“All the conspirators save only he, 

Did that they did in envy of great Caesar; 
He only in a general honest thought, 

And common good to all made one of them.” 

Only one of Germany's Emperors has ever fallen at. 
the hand of a murderer. On May 1, 1308, Albert I, Em- 
peror of Germany, while riding alone on the bank of the 
Reuss near Hassburg, was attacked and murdered by a 
band of conspirators, led by his nephew, Duke John of 


Swabia, who had a personal grievance against his im- | 
The Emperor expired in the arms of a 


perial uncle. 
beggar woman sitting by the wayside. This foul deed 


was actuated by motives of revenge of a purely personal 
nature. 

Somewhat similar in motive for the deed, was the 
cruel killing of James I of Scotland, the first and the 
last Scottish King to be assassinated. This Caledonisn 
monarch fell a victim to the revengeful spirit of Sir 
Robert Graham, whom the King had banished to the 
highlands. In 1437 the court held the Christmas festival 
at Perth. The King was about te retire for the aight 
when the sound of men in armor was heerd outside the 
gates. It was Graham, accompanied by 300 armed men. 
The locks of the chamber door having been purposely 
spoiled, Catherine Douglas, with a spirit worthy of her 
name, thrust her bare arm into the staple to make it 
serve the purpose of a bar; but her arm was broken and 
the ruffians entered the chamber. The King, who had 
hid himself in an aperture under the floor was discov- 
ered, dragged out and stabbed to death. Graham and 
the other ringleaders were seized, tortured and put to 


death. 
William the Silent, Prince of , the founder of 
the independence of the Nether] , was assassinated 


at Delft on July 10, 1584, by Balthasar Gerard, who was 
incited to the deed by the magnificent bribe of 25,009 
gold crowns offered for William's head by Philip II of 
Spain, his bitter enemy. This great and good Prince 
died just after his long and desperate struggle for his 
country’s freedom, in the zenith of his glory. He was 
beloved and honored by all; he was a grand and noble 
patriot; his piety afd integrity were unquestioned, and 
his sagacity, courage and determination of will made 
him a great and successful leader of men. “The deep 
damnation of his taking off” excited the keenest and 
most profound grief among his subjects. He possessed 
the affections of his people to a remarkable degree, 
ranking in this respect with such martyrs as Henry IV 
of France, Abraham Lincoln, King Humbert of Italy, 
and William McKinley. 
' Two kings of France were murdered in quick suc- 
cession. On August 1, 1589, Henry Ill was murdered by 
a fanatical young Dominican brother named Jacques 
Clement. The King, at the head of 40,000 Huguenots, 
was advancing on Paris, which was beifg gallantly de- 
fended by Mayenne. Clement, on pretense of having im- 
portant tidings to communicate to Henry, killed him by 
plunging a kuife into his body. The assassin was siain 
on the spot by the royal guard, and his victim died the 
following day. 
Henry IV, the next King of France and Navarre, sur- 
named “the Great,” and “the Good,” was assassinated 
by a fanatic named Ravillac, on May 14, 1610, the day 
after the coronation of his second wife, Mary de Medici, 
and when the King was about to commence war in 
Germany. Nineteen times before attempts had been 
made on his life, most of which had been traced to the 
agents of papal and imperial courts. The grief of the 
Parisians was well-nigh delirious; and in their frenzy 
they wreaked the most horrible vengeance on the mur- 
derer. Religious fanaticism, not political animosity, 
nor any motive of persona! malice, inspired these two 
Since the inauguration of George Washington as the 
first President of the United States, eight heads of na- 
tions have been assassinated, viz: Gustavus ‘iJ, King 
of Sweden, 1792; Paul, Emperor of Ruvsia, 1801: Abra- 


ident of the United States; 1881; President Carnot of 
France, 1894; King Humbert of Italy, 1900; William 
McKinley, President of the United States, 1901.

The populaticn of 
Washington was delirious. It is said that “men em- 
braced each other in brotherhood that were strangers in 
the flesh. They sang or prayed or, deeper yet, many 
could only think thanksgiving and weep gladness.” 

On the evening of April 11, 1865, the White House 
was illuminated. President Lincoln made a short ad- 
dress, expressing his acknowledgment to the army and 
his gratitude to God. On the evening of the 14th he at- 
tended Ford's Theater and while sitting in a private 
box with his wife at his side, and absorbed in the play 
“Our American Cousin,” at about 11 p.m. the box was 
suddenly invaded by John Wilkes Booth, an actor, and 
zealous pro-slavery man; who, in an instant, put a pis- 
tol to the back of the President’s head and fired, and 
then leaped from the box to the stage, crying “Sic sem- 
per tyrannis!” and fied through the stage door, mounted 
a horse and escaped, leaving his illustrious victim b‘ee1- 
ing and unconscious. 

It would be impossible .to describe the sorrow that 
spread over the North on hearing of th's awful tragedy; 
it was universal, spontaneous and sublime. 

The assassin, a few days after his atrocious deed, was 
killed in an attempt at his capture. His confederates 
were arrested and tried and some were executed. This 
act of infamy was the work of private individuals. The 
Confederate government and leaders had no hand in it 
whatever. 

Sixteen years later, on March 13, 1881, Alexander II, 
Czar of Russia, was assaulted while dining in St. Pet-r-- 
burg, and was killed by a dynamite bomb. Three at- 
tempts had been made on his life before that fatal day. 
This was an act of Nihilism, the first of its kind suc- 
cessfully directed at the head of a nation. | 

A tew months later, July 20, 1881, James A. Garfield, 
the twentieth President of the United States, was shot 
by Charles J. Guiteau, a man whose vanity had been of- 
fended by the refusal of an office, and whose unbal- 
anced brain had been excited by the dissensions in the 
Republican party. The crime excited the horror and ex- 


ecration of all parties alike; and other nations joined | 


in the universal outpouring of sorrow and indignation. 
After long lingering he died September 19, 1881. The 
dastardly assassin was ‘convicted after a _ protracted 
trial, in which the only defense offered was that of in- 
sanity, and he was hanged in the jail at Washington on 
June 30, 1882. 

Thirteen years elapsed before the next head of a 
nation was slain. Again the victim was the chief mag- 
istrate of a republic, Marie Francois Sadi Carnot, Pres- 
ident of the French Republic, a man of high character 
for moderation and integrity, was assassinated by 
Santo Caserio, at Lyons, June 23, 1894. Sante Caserio 
was an avowed anarchist, a young man, and actuated 
solely by the devilish principles of anarchism. 

Six years later, on the 20th of July, 1900, the good 
and well-beloved King Humbert I of Italy was killed by 
Bresci, an anarchist who went from Paterson, N. J.. to 
Italy for the express purpose of removing the King. 
This foul deed takes rank with the most shocking and 
atrocious regicides the world has ever seen. Humbert | 
was a beneficent ruler. He executed his high office with 
conspicuous fidelity and wisdom, and had won the he:rts 
of his subjects as few monarchs ever did. The musder wa: 
an act of anarchism pure and simple, and the last unt'l 
the fall of President McKinley.

IGHTEOUS REPROBATION. 


The widespread movement which 
has been begun by the decent and self- 
respecting portion of the American peo- 
ple against the slimy and traitorove 
sheets published by that pervert and 
degenerate, W. R. Hearst, is a righteous 
movement. It had its origin in the 
horror and reprobation which every 
loyal American heart feels because of 
the act of the assassin, Czolgosz, and 
because of the vile and venomous in- 
fluences which have been permitted 
to work oyt their ends, culminating in 
the most atrocious crime that has been 
committed within the history of this 
republic. 

The fact is recognised by intelligent 
men everywhere that the putrid yellow 
press—of which the Hearst publica- 
tions are the most putrid and the most 
yellow—are responsible in no smal! de- 
gree, not alone for the tragedy at Buf- 
falo, but for the disgraceful scenes of 
lawlessness which have been enacted 
in San Francisco and elsewhere, in the 
name of “iabor’’—which honorable and 
respected name has been taken in vain 
and covered with shame. Let no per- 
son suppose for a moment that the 
movement against Hearst and his 
slimy, traitorous sheets is prompted by 
any motive so trivial and unworthy as 
“business rivalry.” as the yellow pest 
of San Farncisco has cravenly and 
falsely intimated. Not daring to de- 
fend ite infamous policies, though 
basely continuing to wallow in its 
slough of infamy, the Examiner seeks 
to avold in some degree the wrath of 
an @roused public by setting up this 
puerile and silly claim. It might find 
some persons shallow enough to be- 
lieve in this absurd pretense, if it 
were not for the fact that the move- 
ment against putrid “journalism” is 
spontaneous In all parts of the coun- 
try. The thousands of clergymen who 
are denouncing Hearst and his 
wretched publications are certainly not 
actuated by “business rivairy.” The 
social clubs, the commercjal organisa- 
tions, the municipal officials, the 
diers’ homes, the public libraries and 
other reputable institutions which are 
shutting their doors against this pol- 
lution, are certainly not actuated by 
feelings of jealousy or of rivalry. 

Hearst and others of his ilk hope 
that this revolt of decency against in- 
decency is a short-lived affair, which 
will soon be forgetien and abandoned 
by the public. God forbid that the deep 
resentment at the mufder of our be- 
loved President shall be erased so’ eas- 
ily from the public mind and the pub- 
lic conscience. The people should no 
more forget nor forgive the agencies 
which led up to the crime of Czolgosz 
than they should forget or forgive the 
crime of the assassin himeelf. fo long 
as these putrid yellow journals be- 
slime the land, so long should the 
pwbdlic conscience revolt against them, 
and the opposition to them continue. 

No advertiser who respects himself 
or Who cares to retain the respect of 
decent citizens will ald by his patron- 
age in supporting these traitorous and 
anarchistic publications. They are the 
disease of journalism, and the abhor- 
rence of all healthy-minded persons. 
No man of yormal intellect will tol- 
erate them in his home or his place 
of business.

EBS’S PLEA FOR MURDER. 

E. V. Debs, who was the candidate 
of the so-called “Social Democracy” 
for President of the United States in 
the election of 1900, when asked for 
an expression of opinion upon the as- 
sassination of President McKinley by 
Cazolgoss, rephed as follows: 

“I have sympathy for any man who 
is the victim of such an attack, be- 
cause I em constitutionally opposed 
to shedding human blood under any 
circumstances. But I have no more 
sympathy for McKinley than I have 
for the innocent victims who were shot 
down by the New York militia at Buf- 
falo a few years ago, or the inoffen- 
sive Miners who were trudging along 
the highway of Latimer and were rid- 
iets in the name of law 

ppressing an- 
archy tis a waste of breath. Where 
shall the line be drawn and who shall 
draw it? When it comes to respect for 
law, the poor, m and much- 
hated anarchists are models of inno- 
cence compared to the great trusts 
and tions that trample ell law 
under foot and so manipulate busi- 
neas and industry as to bring suffer- 
ing, misery and death to thousands, 
each of which in its own small circle 
is es great a tragedy as the attempted 
assassination of the President.” 

This is nothing more nor less than 
a covert plea for assassination as a 
remedy for wrongs, real or imagined, 
in the social and political systems. 
Socialists have been at considerable 
pains to deny any sympathy with the 
crime of Czolgossz; but when the high 
priest of the “Social Democracy” gives 
expression to such sentiments as are 
quoted above, mere verbal denial is 
not entirely convincing. 

Debs hypocritically and sanctimo- 
niously says that he is ‘‘constitution- 
ally opposed to shedding human bioced 
under any circumstances.” Yet this 
same man, in the rallroad strike of 
1884, was responsible, by reason of his 
actions and his teachings, for the 
shedding of much human biood. He 
urged on weak-minded and passion- 
blinded men to acts of lawlessness 
such aa compelled the constituted au- 
thorities to shed blood in order that 
the publi¢ peace might be mainteined, 
that the rights of all persons might 
be protected, and that civil government 


be preserved. 
knows, gnd every one of his 


followers knows, that the “innocent 
victims” and the “inoffensive miners” 
of whom he speaks were riotous law- 
breakers, who were seeking to inflict 
bodily injury upon other men, who 
had as good a right to work as they 

(the rioters) had to refrain from work- 
ing. It is a fact too well known for 
denial that these “inoffensive miners 
who were trudging along the highway 
of Latimer” were armed to the teeth— 
most of them, at least—and that they 
went to Latimer in a crowd for the 
express purpose of violating the law 
and trampling upon the rights of 
other men. 

Every normal-minded man knows 
that mob violence must be met with 
stern, repressive measures if civil gov- 
ernment is to be maintained; and that 
civil government must be maintained 
if liberty is to be preserved and if 
human rights are to be respected. 

It is probably a waste of breath to 
talk with such creatures as Debs about 
suppressing anarchy. The anarchist is 
not amenable to reason, and Debs 
plainly shows himself to be an an- 
archist at heart, though he lacks the 
courage of Czolgosz to proclaim him- 
self as such. He cannot resist, even 
in the hour of national sorrow, @ 
covert attempt to excuse or pailliate 
the atrocious crimes of “the poor, mis- 
guided, and much-hated anarchists,” 
and to cite these devotees of assassina- 
tion as “models of innocence.” If 
Debs had had the courage to say, as 
did Czolgosz, “I am an anarchist,” he 
could not have better defined his real 
position. 

It is a monstrous falsehood to say 
that “the great trusts and corpora- 
tions trample all law under foot.” On 
the contrary, they proceed according 
to the forms of law. That these or- 
ganizations of capital are in many 
ways productive of evil (though in 
some respects they are a benefit to the 
great body of consumers) is a fact rec- 
ognized by economists, thinkers and 
practical men generally. But such 
men as Debs constantly stultify them- 
selves when they denounce capitalistic 
trusts in one breath and uphold the 
most despotic trust of ali-—the labor 
trust—in the next breath. The labor 
trust—whose lawless methods Debs de- 
fends, or attempts to defend—is the 
most voracious and the leagt scrupu- 
lous of all the great brood of trusts 
which prey upon the rights and op- 
portunities of the individual man. 

If existing laws are such that trusts 
can take advantage of them to rob 
and oppress the people, it is the im- 
perative duty of the people themselves 
to change the laws so as to take from 
the trusts these opportunities for in- 
fiicting wrong. The people are su- 
preme. They have the sovereign power 
to make and unmake laws, constitu- 
tions and governments. 

It is quite probable that the great 
body of the American people are as 
likely to be right in what they think, 
feel and do, as are those persons com- 
prising the infinitesima! minority rep- 
vig E. V. Debs. 

“As as society breeds misery,” 
says Debs, “misery wil! breed assas- 
sination.” What is this but a sophisti- 
cal and cowardly attempt to justify 
the revolting crime of the wretch 
Czolgosz? What is it but saying in 
effect: ““zolgosz was a victim of the 
misery which society breeds. Misery 
will breed assassination. Cszolgosz was 
not to blame for the crime he commit- 
ted. He was justified.” 

“Every now and then,” said Debs, 
further, “the poverty and desperation 
in the social cellar will explode in as- 
sassination at the sumptuous banquet- 
ing board on the upper floor.” This is 
another way of declaring that “the 
poor, misguided and much-hated an- 
archists,” who are “models of inno- 
cence,” cannot help murdering “every 
now and then,” some person against 
whom they entertain feelings of envy, 
malice and hetred. The murderers 
and assassins, therefore, from the Debs 
point of view, are blameless. 

It is true that in society there are 
inequalities. There are inequalities of 
achievement, inequalities of individual 
ability, and inequalities of opportunity. 
No system of government, no laws that 
man may devise, can level all these 
inequalities. But in this free land, 
and under our splendid system of pop- 
uler government, the Mequalities of 
opportunity are reduced to a lower 
minimum than under any other gov- 
ernment which has ever been devised 
by man. So far as the law can make 
the opportunities of men equal, they 
ere so. But the law cannot justly 
take from one man the opportunities 
which superior ability give him, and 
bestow tnese opportunities upon 
another man less generously endowed. 
In other words, with equal opportuni- 
ties before the law and in the arena 
of endeavor, one man will make far 
better use of his opportunities than 
another man makes of his. Is, then, 
the less fortunate man justified in 
murdering his more successful brother? 
If Debs were consistent, he would 
answer this question in the affirma- 
tive. 

The simple truth of the matter is 
that at least nine-tenths of the evils 
complained ot by Debs and those of his 
ilk are either imaginary or are evils 
created and exploited by themeelves, 


tor unworthy purposes. There are real 
ilie in our social system. Has ever & 
social system existed without them? 
Is not our social system what we, the 
sovereign people, make it? Was ever 
a system devised which afforded op- 
portunities more nearly equal to all 
men? Shall we not remedy such de- 
fects as we may discover, since we 
have the power? 

The best answer to Debs'’s anar- 
chistic reasoning is found in the fact 
that almost invariably, in this land of 
the free, the sumptuous bAnqueters on 
the upper floor have come from the so- 
cial cellar—thanks to the Dbiessings of 
equal opportunities. Shall not the 
banqueters enjoy themselves, after 
they have won their way from the cel- 
lar upward? All will agree that in so 
far as the banqueters attempt to keep 
others down they should be restricted 
and restrained by the strong hand. 
There are wrongs of this kind in plenty 
to be remedied. But they will never 
be remedied by those who teach, prac- 
tice, sympathize with, paliiate, or 
apologize for, the vicious and untena- 
ble doctrines of anarchism. The peo- 
ple alone are the source of all power, 
=~ from them must come all reme- 

les. 


While cremation is constantly 
becoming more popular in this coun- 
try, a8 a& means of disposing of the 
dead, being not only more healthful, 
but also a safeguard against the pos- 
sibility of suffocating from premature 
burial, eome criticism is made of the 
fact that in very few cities where 
crematories are located are sufficient 
precautions taken to protect the in- 
terests of the public, and that it Is 
possible to have bodies cremated with- 
out a previous careful and searching 
inquiry into the cause of the death. 
Some months ago there was published 
in the Medico-Legal Journal an article 
on this subject by Frederich L. Hoff- 
man, an attorney of Newark, N. J. 
He gives a list of twenty-three cities 
in the United States in which are 
located cremetories, including Los An- 
geles and Pasadena. The total num- 
ber of cremations in these cities, dur- 
ing 1898, is given at 1699. Mr. Hoff- 
man states that, with the exception of 
San Francisco, there is not one of 
these cities in which there ig any spe- 
cial ordinance recognizing and provid- 
ing against the possible danger _§re- 
ferred to, although in two other places 
—Davenport and Pasadenea—the health 
authorities have recognized the neces- 
sity of some such provision. The au- 
thor of the article suggests that it 
would be advisable for the Medico- 
Legal Society to investigate the sub- 
ject of cremation in its relation to the 
concealment of crime. From the na- 
ture of the conditions ft is evident. 
however, that laws should be provided 
to guard against the use of the crema- 
tory to conceal crime.

The 
publication of such a cartoon while the 
President's life was slowly ebbing 
away is an insult to every true and 
loyal American, and the man who 
could be guilty of such an offense is 
a contemptible hound, unfit to associate 
with or be recognized by any self-re- 
specting person.

President McKinley was one of the 
trustees of the Pea Education 
Fund, and his death is the third which 
has occurred in the board since its 
last meeting.

THE PROBLEM OF SUPPRESSING 
ANARCHY. 
BY W. T. MARRNING.. 
(PRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON. Sept. °3.— When 
Congress convenes in Dece™m! er, 
if not scores, of bills will be introduced 
providing for the suppression of an- 
archy and anarchists. The immigration 
laws will, of course, be amended so as 
to exclude these hyenas, but how are 
they to be discovered is the question? 
The suggestion is made that every im- 
migrant shali be compeiied to produce 
@ Certificate that he or she is a reputa- 
bie citizen, signed by an official of 
their government. As many of the 

governments do not look 
With much favor upon emigration, it 
ig Suggested that a ‘provision of this 
character might work very great hard- 
ship in the case of a iarge number of 
deserving people whose addition to our 
population would be desirable. Ger- 
Many, for instance, would be very siow 
to allow men of the fighting age to 
leave if she can keep them at home 
on any pretense. Again, it is the inter- 
est of all of them to ship these 
wretches, male and female, from their 
sof]. The proposal looks well on paper. 
but it is apprehended that very prac- 
tical difficulties will present themselves 
when it is put into operation. 

The question is one of the very larz- 
@t magnitude with which Congress has 
had to deal in years, and will take a 
long time to digest it thoroughly. It 
is suggerted that in order to exclude 
the foreign anrachists it will be neces- 
sary to enter into some arrangement 
With the European governments by 
which the secret services of ali of them 
can cobperate in the work. To deprive 
the anarchist of an asylum would un- 
doubtedly be an effective measure of 
repression. England and the United 
States are now the two countries in 
Which they principally seek refuge 
when they get into trouble with the

They are one of the safeguards 
of society and buttresee<« of civiligza- 
tion. If the individual! citizen is thus 
protected, why not the government, the 
nation itself. and the institutions upon 
which {ft rests’? Now that the last sad 
honors have been paid to the best of 
ts, the most universally be- 


and devious ways, and yet, while in- 
visible, affect the visible. In the news 
of nominations made, of candidates 
put before the people, the general pub- 
lic is aware of, but what there is be- 
hind them little is known. 

The “game of politics,” as it is 
called, is a misnomer. Politics is a se- 
rious business. 

Behind the making of party slates 
there are forces; and these forces afe 
not so much engaged in the patriotic 
and laudabie motive of securing for a 
municipality or a state government 
that is at once efficient, honest and 
economical as in seturing for itself 
the enjoyment of the emoluments, bene- 
fits and patronage which fiow from 
possession and centrol of government. 
This fact is so well known, so full 
appreciated, so generally conceded, 
that it seems almost ridiculous to state 
it; and yet, when more than one-half 
of the entire voting population goes to 
the polis to vote for the candidate 0: 
one party or the other, it seems to 
lose sight of the fact. This year the 
Mayoralty fight resolves itself down to 
the single question: “Do you vote to 
maintain the administration of the city 
government by Tammany An- 
swer, “Yes,” or “No.” 

To vote “yes” means to keep in 
power an administration of public af- 
fairs by a set of men who dominate an 
organization for the enrichment of a 
very small band of individuais whose 
motto is, “We work for our pockets all 
the time.” To vote “no” means to turn 
over the administration of city gov- 
ernment to another band who are 
equally hopeful of setting up a similar 
motto. To be explicit. it is a choice 
between Tweedle-dee and Tweedle-dum. 

Now, why is such a condition per- 
mitted? 

The average citizen of the better 
grade is apathetic. He has loose ideas 
of his obligations to the community as 
a He excusé¢s himeelf by say- 
ing: “I am a party man, and I vote 
for my party's candidates,” or “I am ag 
organization man, and I vote 
with my organization,” or, if he desires 
to prove himself a conscientious and 
much-respected citizen, he replies: “I 
am perfectly independent, I vote for 
the best man in accordance with my 
own judgment.” 

It may not be uninteresting to follow 
the result of such voting. Take, for in- 
stance, the vote of the independent cit- 
izen. He merely cnooses between two 
machines. The candidates of each are 
considered “safe men” or they would 
not be nominated. Neither one nor the 
other may have made distinct pledges 
to hand over the government to either 
machine, but if each was not to be 
trusted by the organization putting 
bim forward the nomination would not 
be made, After election the victorious 
cendidate knows full well he will be 
requested to comply with demands 
made of him. The independent citizen, 
therefore, is independent only in vot- 
ing for one machine man or another. 

In ‘the two other instances the citi- 
zen practically states that he is a lazy 
citizen who has selected his party or 
organization and leaves to its managers 
the selection of the candidates, thereby 
diemissing all further resp me!bility. 

The keystone of party formation and 
party morality is the primary election. 
And in this lies the duty of the citi- 
zen. As a maiter of fact, the pri 
election is the more important of the 
two. 
questions arising from :@:ions taken 
by party managers and organization 
leaders. And the intelligent voter, the 
decent, respectable citizen, the one 
who should do the most to see that 
the local organization and the party 
is controlled by decent mee, as a 
rule, does not vote at the primary. 

Let us look into this matter. We 
know that delegates are to be elected, 
and that their selection of a candidate 
fixes upon the party some individual 
who must be supported by the party 
voter. The question for the party 
man is not, is he a competent repre-

To which 
the Judge-Advocate replied stingingly:

COL. BERRY ON THE STAND. 

After trailing tn and out of the room 
a few times and consuming nearly a 
whole day, the court got the objections 
overruled except as te the charges go- 
ing back of May, 1901, and Col. Berry 
was called to the stand. 

He came with an armioad of books 
and an expression of great determina- 
tion. and told of the failure of Capt. 
Sloat to make his returns. A letter of 
explanation from the captain was in- 

uced, as follows: 

“Col. John R. Berry. Sir: I have 
the honor to acknowledge the receipt 
of your favors of June and July 6, 
regarding the muster rolls of Co. K. 
I do not believe that I have any ex- 
cuse to make regarding the matter. I 
only destre to make a plain statement 
of the facts in the case. It was simply 
a question of whose business I should 
give the preference, that of the corpo- 
ration who employs me and pays for 
my services, or the State, from which 
I receive no remuneration. I decided 
that my first duty was to my employ- 
ers, and I attended to their business 
and allowed the State’s b to 
take care of itself.” 

The cross-examination of Col. Berry 
had begun when it was discovered 
that Capt. Sloat had not yet been 
called upon to enter his plea. 

Under the advice of his counsel, 
Capt. Sloat refused to answer to any 
of the long list of specifications, but 
stood with folded arms and silent 
scorn each time the a question was 
peceeneee to him. “He stands mute,” 

s counsel would say as though he 
were a prise wax figure. 

It is hard to keep silent scorn burn- 
ing for twenty-six charges .but Capt. 
Sloat did nobly and proved himeelf to 
be one of our mutest little standers. 

The case has only decently begun 
and will be continued Saturday morn- 
ing at 9:30. Capt. Bloat is store- 
keeper for the Ganta Fé at San Ber- 
nardino, and it is very hard for him 
to leave his position.

Citizens Think That Dirt-covered 
Sidewalks and Low-drooping Branches 
of Trees Do Much to Turn Prospective 
Residents to Other Fields. 


Numerous pretests have been made 
jately regarding the condition of side- 
walks and shade trees. It is asserted 
that little «ffort is made to kep !o>se 


earth from the cement walks and that 


shade trees ace allowed to grow until! 
they become a nuisance. 

The wearer of a new bonnet is not 
favorably impressed by a _ collision 
with the drooping branches of a tree, 
and the appearance of a black derby. 
hat is not improved by contact with 
a duety sidewalk. Consequently those 
who have met with such mishaps wish 
very much to know why such a condi- 
tion of affairs is allowed to exist. In- 
quiry develops the fact that a penal or- 
dinance makes negiect of this kind 
punishable,-but not a single conviction 
has ever been obtained under it. 

The police department is charged 
with the enforcement of the hw 

inet ailowing trees to grow until 
tSey become a nuisance. The street de- 
partmem also has a general supervi- 
sion of sidewalks and trees. One man 
is kept traveling over the city con- 
stantiy to report bad breaks in the 


sidewalks. When these places become ’ 


dangerous the property owner is noti- 
fied, and if he aoes not take action the 
street department can do the work 
and charge the cos: against the prop- 


erty. 

Some time ago Capt. Hensley of the 
police department detailed three men 
on bicycles to look after the shade-tree 
nuisance, and many notices were 
served on property owners. This ac- 
tion, however, has not served to rem- 
edy matters where trees are growing 
in front of vacant lots. ' 

“The sidewalks of the city are in 
fairly good shape.” said Street Super- 
intendent McGuire yesterday. “The 
city covers such a large territory that 
it impossible to take proper care of 
streets and waiks with the present 
force. We are doing the best we can, 
and a“! to keep all dangerous places 
re 


h the Street Superintendent and 
the police believe that conditions will 
not materially improve until a new 
ordinance is pasted by the Council. 

But this docs not help the pedes- 
trians whose cicthes are covered with 
dust from sidewalks, ang whore head- 

is disarraneed by the overhang- 
img branches of shade trees. C. R. 
Harris is asufferer from the neglected 
— of the streets. Yesterday he 


“The attention of the City Fathers 
should be called to the deplorable con- 
dition of sidewalks and shade trees in 
eur otherwise up-to-date and progres- 
sive city. On many of the most prom- 
iment streets limbs of shade trees are 
allowed to extend entirely across side- 
walks at a height of from 4% to 5 feat 
from the walk, pedestrians being com- 
pellied to leave the walk entirely or 
Stoop very low to pass under them. 

West Seventh and West Ninth 
Streets, and, in fact, dn nearly every 
street in the city, there are numer.us 
examples of this gross negligence. it s 
only necessary to travel West Seven'h 
street between Hartford and Whittier 
streets to get abundant proof of this 
statement. 

“Another most exasperating negli- 
gence is the disnosition of the 
pro owners in the best res- 
idence districts to dispense en- 
tirely with sidewa in front of thetr 
properties, while many, who maintain 
sidewalks, with high dirt banks ad- 
joining them, do not proves the dirt 
from sliding and waching down vpon 
them. In the rainy season this dirt ts 
converted into mud, making many 
walks absolutely impassable. 

“I have heard tourists by the rcore 
comment On there nuizances that prop- 
erty owners are allowed to mainta!l 
In the East towns of one-tenth of our 

ulation compel proverty owner: to 

ld walke in front of vacant lots 
and at all times to keep them in ps- 
sable condition. Can our city govern- 
ment afford to let such a state of af- 
fairs exist? Our city, more than any 
other in the United States, is heralded 
broadcast as a mode! city in every 
thet pertains to the comfort 
a convenience of its citizens. The

petition. 

Park Commissioner M. J. McGarry 
spoke for the protestants. He said 
they were mostly working men ‘vho 
could not be present. In @he name of 
justice to the laborer he urged the 
committee not to take action that 
would injure the lowly homes of the 
Seventh Ward. Mr. Rhoades also 
spoke against the petition. Both 
speakers alleged that the Seventh 
Ward has too long been made a dump- 
ing ground. 

Attorney ‘McGarry sald if the com- 
mittee would hold the matter open he 
would get another protest, and Mana- 
ger Carver came back at him with the 
assertion that he represent the 
Angeles Lighting Company, which he 
deciared, has had ten men working 
up protests against 
Company's location. 

The committee took the matter un- 
der advisement. Chairman Lauder is 
known to be opposed to granting the 
petition, and it is probable that the 
committee will recommend that it be 
denied. 

When the liquor ordinances cam> up 
the committee promptly adjourred to 
the City Attorney's office, where an 
executive conference was held lasting 
an hour. At its conclusion n® agree- 
ment had been reached.

IS WIFE OPENED 
SAFETY DEPOSIT BOX. 


VALUABLE DEED AND BILL OF SALE 
QUIETLY REMOVED. 


0. A. Stassforth Tells How Mrs. 


Divorce proceedings begun by Mrs. 
Edna C. B. Stassforth last July against 
O. A. Stassforth, a local capitalist, 
have now been followed by two actions 
against Mrs. Stassforth, begun yester- 
day by the husband, involving  dis- 
puted property interests. His attorneys 
are Messrs. Haas & Garret. 

Stassforth swears that his wife used 
undue means to get possess on of prop- 
erty belonging to him, worth $20,000. 

The holdings in controversy comprite 
the lot and elegant residence in this 
city at No. 1135 fFouth Grand avenue, 
valued at $17,000, together with * the 
furniture, paintings, bric-a-brac, por- 
tieres, musical instruments and 
other furnishings, said to be worth 
about $3000. According to the county 
records the title to all this property 
is now vested in Mrs, Stassforth, al- 
though it is alleged to have been the 
separate property of the husband, be- 
fors the marriage, or bought subse- 
quently with his money. 

On April 2, 1895, Staesforth rented a 
safe deposit box at the Farmers’ and 
Merchants’ Bank, and at the alleged 
solicitation of his wife, put away in 
it a bill of sale, purporting, in consid- 
eration of leve and affection, to coa- 
Vey to her the $3000 worth of house- 
hold furnishings. It was understood, 
however, says the complaint, that the 
bill of sale was not to be delivered to 
Mrs. Staseforth, nor taken from the 
deposit box, until the death of her hus- 
band, although neither party was 
aware that the taking of such an in- 
strument from a fafety denosit box 
upon death would not constitute a de- 
livery under the laws of California. 

On the sane date in April, 1895, Stass- 
forth also placed in the box at the 
bank a gift deed to his w.fe of the 
Grand-avenue property, which he states 
he improved during the year 1891, 
prior to his marriage, with a house 
worth about $12,000. 

In March, 1899, it is alleged. Mrs. 
Starsforth became disratisfied with the 
consideration—‘love ard  affection’— 
named in the avove instruments, and 
Staseforth, to please her, put the con- 
sideration of the b.ll of sale at $10, and 
the deed at $i. Then eveything ran 
along smoothly enough until June 2 
of this ycar, during which time Stass- 
forth says he had abso'ute confidence 
in hie wife, and gave he’ the com- 
bination of the lock to the safe-deposit 
box, and on that date, it is alleged, sh» 
went to the box, removed the two in- 
struments and immediately had them 
recorded, 

It is to recover the property named 
in these instruments that suits were 
begun yesterday, with the further 
prayer that both the bill of sale and 
deed be set aside nui and 
void.

Lately eastern papers have con- 
tained a great deal of matter relative 
to Gregory Hast, an English tenor who 
is shortly to make a tour of this coun- 
try. The indefatigabie press agent, for 
whose proceedings Mr. Hast is prob- 
ably not at all responsibie, has been 
advertising this singer as the creator 


“Hiawatha.” Apropos the following ex- 
tract from a letter written by Whit- 
ney Mockridge to Archbishop Trew 
will be read with interest: Mr. Mock- 
ridge writes: 
“You ask me about Coleridge-Taylor's 
at work ‘Hiawatha.’ and its pro- 
uction or first performance. It con- 
sists of three parts, the first of which— 
‘Hiawatha’s Wedding Feast''—came 
out five or six months before the other 
two, and was given a public perform- 
ance by the Royal Academy students, 
and later was performed at, I believe, 
the Henley Festival. In this first part 
the most exquisite tenor solo, “Onoway! 
Awake!’ comes. In January, 1900, I 
sang this great solo with the Thomas 
orchestra, (now called the Chicago 
orchestra, but conducted by Theo- 
Gore Thomas) at the Auditorium 
Chicago. This was the first 
in America. The same 
I gave it its first hearing in 
Boston, with the Apollo Club. under P. 
J. Lang. When I sang it with Thomas 
in Chicago, I had to bow no less than 
seven times, and was compelled to re- 
peat it at each of the concerts, Friday 
afternoon and Saturday evening. 
“When it became known that Cole- 
ridge-Taylor intended adding a second 
and third part, the Royal Choral So- 
clety (the greatest choral society in 
England, numbering 1500 picked voices 
in its choir.) arranged with the pub- 
lishers, Novello & Co., to produce the 
work in its entirety for the first time. 
“Shortly after this had been decided 
upon, the performance having been 
fixed for March 22. 1900. Coleridge- 
Taylor called upon me, and showed me 
the work, and we ran over it to- 
gether. Soon after this visit I received 
word officially that I had been: chosen 
to create the tenor role, which I did 
with marked success. The audience 
numbered about eleven thousand, and 
Coleridge-Taylor conducted. It was a 
most memorable night. The other sing- 
ers were Lilian Biauvelt, soprano, and 
Andrew RBilack, England's greatest 
baritone. There is no contralto part.”

The Pitcairnites are all Seventh-day 
Adventists, and although they are not 
as intensely devout as their ancestors 
became under the influence of the con- 
verted sailor, John Adatha, there ig lit- 
tle or no immorality among them. The’ 
captain of the Icarus, after study'ng 
the people carefully, found only thre 
features of their condition that he 
thought did not promise well for the 
future. There is no one of the men of 
early middie age on the island who 
seems quite capable of taking up the 
President's work and carrying it on as 
intelligently. Also, as is almost always 
the case in small and secluded com- 
munities, the surplus of girls over boys 
among the children is great, and it is 
hoped that as some of the girls grow | 
older, they can be induced to leave the 
isiand. The third difficulty is less seri- | 
ous, being simply the adoption among | 
the islanders of what is practically a | 
new language-—-a sort of dialect. or 
pigeon English, the result of slurring | 
or clipping Anglo-Saxon words. This | 
has now gone so far that some of the 
people are really siow about under- 


 ethading when ordinary Eng'ich is 
spoken to them. 

THE MUTINY ON THE BOUNTY. 

It was in 1789 that the British war- 
ship Bounty sailed from Spithead for 
the Island of Tahiti, where she was to 
be stationed for six months, and then 
sail for the West Indies. Nething :pe- 
clal happened on the voyage our, and 
when the ship anchored at Tahiti ali 
hands started in on a lazy, luxuricus 
existence, that was much to their tas e. 
There was little or no work to be 
done, the weather was balmy. § iruit 
and otaer good things were plentiful, 
and the men of the Bounty were in 
high feather, so much so that when the 
time came to leave the men were dis- 
posed to grumble at the prospect of sea 
fare and sea work again, ana there was 
pretty genera]. fecling of sullenness 
in the forecastie. To make matters 
worse, the commander, Capt. Bligh, 
was a man with a short temper and a 
sharp tongue, and there were soon 
stormy scenes on beard. It ended in 
mutiny. 

Capt. Bligh had a rude awakening 
one morning, and found his bunk sur- 
rounded by his crew, each of them 
armed to the teeth. Already one of 
the ship's boats had been dropped 
astern, and in it sat eighteen men who 
had refused to join the mutinecers. 
(apt. Bligh was forced over the side 
and into the boat, and a small supply 
of provisions and water lowered after 
; him. Then the men cut the painter and 
_the ship was got under way. 

Bligh avas a blunt man, but he was 

a brave and a determined one, and he 

made a plucky fight for his life. He 
won it, too, for after a terrible cruise 
in the open boat, he and those of his 
/men who had not died of privation or 
/leaped overboard while crazed with 
'hunger, arrived safely at the island of 
'Timor, and. soon after took ship for 
England. There he told the story of 
| the mutiny, and almost immediately a 
ship get sail for Tahiti, to the flesh- 
pots of which Capt Bli¢h had fancied 
his crew meant to return. 

OFF FOR PITCAIRN. 

The captain had gues-eed right, and 
when the punitive expedition arrived at 
Tahiti, they found that most of the 
mutineers were there. Three of them 
came aboard and gave themselves up, 
eleven others were captured, two were 
known to be dead. Thus all but nine 
of the men were accounted for. Most 
of the crew had heen satisfied to settle 
down again where they were, and run 
the riek of the captain's having es- 
caped to report them as mutineers. But 
the other nine were wiser. Taking nine 


feeling that they needed more elhow 
room, and have transplanted them- 
selves,’ but both have 
elected to return. odus 
took place in 1831, 
people wanted to go to 
cordingly they were sent, but the un- 
couth ways of their mothers’ country- 
men, and their carelessness about 
clothing and morals shocked the dis- 
ciples of “John Adams,” and they got 
back as fast as possible, and lived con- 
tentedly at Pitcairn until 1836. Then 
about 200 of them took ship for Nor- 
folk Isiand, and lived there for a 
while, but soon grew homesick and 
took the first opportunity of returning 
to Pitcairn. 

The people of Pitcairn are generally 
of good stature and good looks, Their 
hair is a deep black, their skins have 


a brownlsh tint, and their faces are 
usually open and intelligent. Some of 
the women are really beautiful, ons

all, men and women alike, have a 
tinctly English cast of countenance. 
Their isiand is thickly wooded, and 
20 mountainous that it is sighted when 
a ship is still forty 'mile® away. It 
is about four and a half miles in cir- 
cumference. The climate is, of course, 
mild, and the chief natural products 
of the island are such natural vegeta- 
bles as sweet potatoes, yams, bre 
fruit, maize and beans, and such fruits 
as bananas, pineapples, oranges, 
meions and cocoa nuts. | 


Facts About London. 

(. W. Haskins, dean of the New York 
University school of commerce, ac- 
counts and finances, returned yesterday 
on the Majestic. He will go to Chicago 
to examine the accounts of that city. 
While abroad Mr. Haskins made a 
study of municipal life and problems in 
various European etites. He was speci- 
ally interested In London. “The British 
people are orderly and peace loving,” 
said Mr. Haskins. “Londoners are 
proud of their police, and they have 
every reason to be. There the officers 
have no pull. The county of London 
hes no jurisdiction over them. The 
metropo'itan police are under the Home 
Office, end in this respect the system 
differs from that of other countries of 
Great Britain. Over there they favor 
municipal ownership. The city is mak- 
ing an effort to buy private waterworks 
and seme of the London tramways. 
Authority has been given to widen the 
Strand and to cut a new atreet 100 feet 
wide from Holborn to that noted thor- 
oughfare. The County Council} believed 
that better results and better wages 
would result if it did the work itself.

They 
were sear®hed for without success, and 
then the Pandora, on which the “puni- 
tive’ expedition had sailed, with her 
wrisoners on board, started back for 
When the mutineers§ got 
there, several of the ringleaders were 
hanged, the rest imprisoned. 

All the world supposed that the 
Bounty had gone down, and it was 
twenty vears before oll the world was 
undeceived. It was an American ship 
that discovered the retreat of the muti- 
neers. She had stopped off the island 
that is now known as Pitcairn, for 
water, and her crew were thunder- 
struck at being hailed from the shore 
in good English, and even more aston- 
ished to find on landing that the hailer 
was the only survivor of the nine un- 
captured men of the famous Bounty. 

BLOODY BUSINESS. 

Having sighted this island on their 
way out from Tahiti, the mutineers had 
decided that it would make as good a 
stopping place as any other, and they 
landed there and settle down. From 
the beginning. however, there were 
lively and bloody times on the island. 
The white men bullied the natives, and 
the black men resolved on vengeance. 
They rose against their masters, there 
was a terrible hand-to-hand fight, and 
five of the white men were killed. Then 
for a while there was a truce, broken 
when the remaining four whites, rein- 
forced by the native women, descended 
in their might on the black victors and 
completely wiped them out.: 

There was peace, however. for only 
a short time. Now it waa, oddly enough, 
the black women who were on the 
war path, and who evolved an elab- 
orate plot for destroying thoee of their 
white lords who remained. Their plot 
was discovered, but they were for- 
given, and for a while there was no 
more blood letting. Then one of the 
four men went mad and threw him- 
self into the ocean. Soon after the 
three surviving men quarreled, and 
two of them killed the other. Of these, 
one, Young by name, died of asthma. 
The last now called himself John 
Adams, although he had been known 


aboard the Bounty as Alexander 
Smith. 
THE CONVERSION OF JOHN 


ADAMS. 

The change that took place in this 
man after the death of his last com- 
rade is one of the strangest things in 
the whole strange tale of the Bounty's 
créw. nding himself the only man 
on the island, with several women ard 
some growing children, both boys and 
girls. to look out for, seems to have 
aroused everything good in him. 
Strangely enough there was a Rible on 
the island and Adams took to reading 
it voractously and, not 
this, insisted on reading it to the rest. 
From that time on he set himself the 
task of making good women of the 
mothers on the island, and bringing 
up the children in the way they should 
go. It was while he was engaged in

.minds of sportsmen throughout the 
world that parties are being made up 
to go lion shooting very much as 
‘parties might have been made up last 
‘year to go duck hunting or grouse 
hunting. 

Uganda Land already has experienced 
@ real “rush” of tourists and hunters, 
who have dropped in casually to pot 

‘@ lion or an elephant. So alarming 
has been the influx of people who were 
‘attracted by the stories of hordes of 
| game, and entered the country with- 
}out eny preparation and lacking the 
; most ordinary of the necessities for 
| African travel, that Sir Harry John- 
‘eton, the British Special Commis- 
sioner, who firet told of the vast ani- 
mal wealth of Uganda, ‘where he found 
strange Okapi, among other crea- 
tures, has asked the British govern- 
ment officially to restrain all travelers 
,_ unless they can show that they pos- 
‘gees the experience and that they are 
fitted with all the provisions, arms, 
medicines and guides that are needed 
in that wild country. 

It actually 1s possible for a man to 
leave New York, and within five weeks 
Gnd himself in a country that, far 
as animal life is concerned, is today 
as the Garden of Eden must have ap- 
peared. With tke memory of sky- 
scrapers scarcely out of his mind, with 
the din of trolley cars still ringing in 
his ears, he can see troops of eé.e- 
phants feeding, droves of zebras, &a- 
gelles and anteiopes galloping every- 
where, and enough lions to satisfy the 
most inveterate lion hunter that ever 
lived. 

Thie facility of access already has 
tempted many men who had only the 
vaguest idea of what was needed in 
Uganda. The result is that the o/fi- 
clals of the protectorate have had tv 
head a number of relief expeditions to 
rescue hunters and amateur explorers 
who tried to pierce Central Africa with 
a pocket camera and a sandwich for 
outfit. Sir Marry Johnston said, _ in 
his message to the government, that 
there hardly was a day when some 
Gistressed individual did not demand 
either money or provisions. 

But well organized expeditions are 
on the way now; and more are being 
formed, particularly in London and in 
Vienna, the two great European sport- 

‘ ing centers. Several members of the 
Hapsbure family, always noted for its 
love of adventure in’ strange countries, 
are preparing to go into Somali and 
Uganda Land with Hungarian nobie- 
 § men, who have been there before, and 
° whose tales and trophies have set ali 
Austria to envying them.

; short time required now to reach the 
very heart of the finest big game re- 
jon in the world. Sir Harry Johnston 
? Fimeelt said recently: 
| “Ag a proof of the recent tmprove- 
ment in communications with Uganda 
weeks before 
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: I may say that four 
‘ crossing the English Channel, I was 
wandering through a very wild and 
out-of-the-way portion of Uganda, near 


Mt. Elgon, and in the midst of the 
most extraordinary quantity of big 
game I have ever seen in tropical 


Africa. This stretch of country, which 
lies between Eldoma Ravine Station 
and the slopes of Mt. Elgon, is en- 
tirely uninhabited by natives, owing to 
the intertribal wars, which caused

A vital feature of this unique “Baed- 
eker” is in its hints on how much to 
pay for a caravan. For, despite the 
railroad, the time has not yet come in 
Uganda or Somali Land when a tourist 
can stroll calmly forth with nothing 
except a toothbrush and an umbrella 
and spend a few weeks in eolitude. 
He needs shikaris, (the native hunts- 
men,) trailers and drivers, camels and 
horses, armed escorts and a retinue of 
servants. 

So, although even an ordinarily 
prosperous person could easily find the 
time to take a little run abroad and 
bag a lion or two now, the money re- 
quired still is a little greater than 
most wage-earpers will find it con- 
venient to sped, offhand. 

As a specim of what is needed, 
there is the experience of Count Joseph 
Potocki, whose adventures have incited 
all the bloods of Austria to visit his 
hunting grounds. He started for East 
Africa with two Polish friends, Count 
Thomas Zamoiski and Johann Grud- 
zineki. 
the party had made arrangements 
with a famous Somali head moman, 
Alikhar of Berbera, and he met them 
at Aden. Alikhar, who has guided 
many of the best known of the modern 
explorers, poseesses entire command 
of English and is a man of unques- 
tioned courage and uncommon execu- 
tive ability. Arrived at Berbera the 
three hunters found the following lit- 


tle army, that had been gathered to 
help them kill a few beasts: Fifty 
camels, in four seperate troops, one 


troop being loaded with the water aup- 
ply, another with provisions, the third 
with tents and other camp equipments, 
and the fourth with the personal be- 
longings of the hunters. Then there 
was a troop of horses, and finally a 
big herd of sheep. The latter were to 
serve as food for the men on the road. 

Of men there were almost seventy- 
five. There was a came! driver for 
every pair of camels. There were 
twenty-five beaters, a boy for each 
horse, a horde of servants, six shikaris. 
a cook, a shepherdess, Alikhbar and his 
assistant, Ochmed Dzama, the second 
headman. 

This caravan was not unusually 
large. It is the ordinary cavalcade 
which hunters must expect to pay for 
when they try to enter the big game 
country. Its composition is prescribed 
partiy by British law and partly bv na- 
tive law. It is impossible to get Somali 
hunters to go out into the jungle unless 
the caravans are made up just as they 
think they should be. 

Fach of the men in the cavalcade 
must be armed with a shield and two 
spears. In addition the caravan must 
be guarded by a certain number of men 
with Snider rifles, and if the explorer 
cannot find men who have firearms he 
must provide the weapons himself, for 
the British Consul will issue no permit 
to enter the tnterior unless the armed 
guard is in evidence. Under the regu- 
lations, the rifles must be kept loaded 
always, and the escort must be ready 
for fighting day and night. 

However, if Count Potocki's trip 
came high it was eminently sati«fac- 
tory. The bag made by the three hunt- 
ers tn less than ten weeks was five 
lions, three elephants, eight rhinocerit, 
five leopards and 200 head of antelope 
and similar gam®. 

The first lion to be killed nearly cost 
the Count’s life. He was a huge fel- 
low and appeared aith his-mate out- 
side of the camp before dawn. As is 
done always, the men had surrounded
